"Editor Post: In your laue of Jan- 
nery 17, T find, under the head of 
**nator Morgan's Liberian Scheme 
vf Colonization, some references to 
myself, which I think need correction. 
T do not object to being « target, be- 
dauso of my oft-cxpresved opinions, 
but I prefer not to be placed in « false 
light, and then criticised for tho same. 
It is well known to the nation that 1 
% bo manbood future in this country 
for my race. mean unconditional, 
unrestriotod manhood, civil, political, 
eocial, and every privilege, immunity, 
and opportunity to achieve distinction 
and honor, without which no people 
or Face can progrem aud develop the 
mighty powers that lie dormant with- 
in them. And because I cherish such 
convictions I favor a portion of the 
American Negro moving somewhere 
nnd fonnding a eivilized government 
and working out their own destiny 
without being fettered and trammeled, 
ns we aro in this country, and as we 
unquestionably will be for generations 
to come. As I interpret tho sentiment 
of this country, there is a social chasm 
between white and black, and it is 
widening aud deepening. Many years 
ng I acid in my eperches and articles 
for public press, that as s00n as the 
Negro acquired edncation and wealth, 
we would be brought in touch with 
each other, but I have lived to see the 
day when Negro graduates from the 
first colleges of the land abound upon 
the right and left, aud thousands can 
count their wealth by hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and instead of 
being looked upon and appreciated by 
the dominant race of the land as more 
entitled to a favorable consideration, 
they are regarded in most instances as 
more pestiferons and dangerous, and 
are the victims of more ridicule and 
contempt. Therefore, the theory is a 
phantom, aud every man with com- 
mon sense fully realizes it. But with- 
out elaborating,” I zee no future for 
the honor, dignity and manhood suo- 
cen of the Negro, but through a na- 
tion of his owt, where he can utilize 
all of the appliances of civilization in 

ont numbers to command the re- 
spot of the civilized world. 

I am eatisficd we will never reach 
the plane of social recognition as men- 
ials and gcnllions, aud everything in- 
volving uncoudlitioual manhood binges 
upon eovial recognition ; otherwise one 
must be at the bottom and tho victim 
of every form of coutumely, and the 
other mnst be at the top, adulated, 
lionized, and the recipient of every- 
thing that will enhance superiority and 
breed contempt for the prostrate 
wretches who are eking out a miserable 
existence. Bravery, self - reliauce, con- 
vious endeavor, and success despite 
opposition are the virtues that com- 
mand and not a don't-care, 
do-nothing, servile submission. Deg- 
radation begets degradation, while re- 
speect and honor beget respect and 
honor, For not more than one man 
out of every hundred thousand rises 
above his environments, and our deg- 
radation in this country as a race it 
breeding comtewpt for each other 
every bonr of the day; and it has gone 
on to such an extent that nearly every 
colored person who can, is trying to 
pass for white and another portion is 
buying this deadly hair-straightening 
drug and are trying to pass for Iu- 
dians, Cnbans, Mexicans and anything 
rather than Negro. I have had ap- 
plications from churches as a bisbop 
praying that I would not send them a 
black pastor. A third of our race to- 
day bad rather be moustrosities than 
black geutlemeb, yet according to the 
oalculatiou of the French savants there 
are as many black people upon tho 
ſace of the earth as there are whites. 

BARS TO SOCIAL EECOGNITION, 


Now if black is ench a taint, such a 
bar to our elevation, until « desiro for 
respect and recognition has to force us 
to abnormalize ourselves, and makes 
us the subject of every «pecies of pro- 
eription and the prey of cla«s legisla- 
tion and the bloody-handed lyuchers 
of the land, I belicve the velf-reliant 
Negro should seek a country of his 
oon, Where be can respect and inspire 
himself to noble deeds; and as Africa, 
indeed, Liberis, is. the ouly foot of 
ground left upon the face of the globe 
for the American Negro 10 
nationslize himself he had better com- 
brace the opportunity before it disap- 
pears, Yet I have never asked a man 
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and then it was done at their own re- 
quest, I have convictions, and I ut- 
ter them when disposed; but I am no 
emigrational agent, and the article in 
your paper, misrepresents me when it 
do states. President Cheeseman, of 
Liberis, never solieited me to send 300 
American families to Liberia, nor am 
Ian active member of the Ametican 
Colonization Society, True 1 was 
elected a vioe president of the society 
in 1876, but have never met it since or 
before, I grant I am fluancially in- 
terested in a steamship project to ply 
between tbe United States and Africa 
for commercial, emigrations!, aud any 
other purpoze that will connect the 
two continents by rapid transports- 
tion, And if I had a million of dol- 
lars I would invest it in that enterprise. 
If Enrope can keep 171 steamships 
hugging the shores of Africa, it 1s « 
shame that we cannot keep one. If 
the United States Congress were com- 
poxed of men of sonnd judgment they 
would appropriate a few million of dol- 
lars to establish snch a line of steam- 
ers and throw billions of wealth into 
this nation and make it possible for 
the manly and self-reliaut Negro to 
reaoh the land of his ancestors at a 
reasonable price. And if that is what 
Senator Morgan is driving at he is the 
greatest statesman, political philoso- 
pher and philanthropist upon the 
American continent and deserves the 
gratitnde of every colored man who 
bas brain etough to take in the sitna- 
tion.

REY, PDR. CRUMMELL'S POSITIONS. 


I bave defined my position as con- 
densely as I could without writing 3 
lengthy article. There are some other 
iuconsequential points I might touch 
upon, but they are not of enfficient 
importance. But I am surprised at 
some remarks purporting to emarate 
from the pious and learned Rev. Al- 
exander Crumell, D. D., whose elo- 
quent, logical, scholarly and magnet- 
izing speech delivered May 6, 1862, 
in I-rael church, Washington, D. C., 
made me a convert to African emigra- 
tion from that time to the present, aud 
eonfirmed the same in anothor speech 
iu Bethel church, Baltimore, Md., 3 
few weeks afterwards. For Dr. Crum- 
mell presented arguments at that time 
in favor of African emigration that be 
could no more refute, after the lapee 
of thirty-three years, than he could 
fly. I have quoted from him thous- 
ands of times, and shall still do 80. 
Without itemizing, however, several 
trivial and vapid remarks attributed to 
him, I will notice only a few. He 
says, To civilize Africa the Negroes 
who go there should be inspired by 
race love and a love of native Africa,” 
I eoncur with the doctor in that en- 
tence. Any other class would be s 
eures. 

Again, he says, The colonization of 
Africa by the Negro is absurd, but in 
the next breath he says, An African 
civilization society should be organized 
by the colored people of this country.” 
What do we want with an African civ- 
ilization society in this country if it is 
absurd to colonize or send that civili- 
zation to Africa in sufficient numbers 
to present it to the Africans by pre- 
cept or example? The doctor says, 
The lynching of the Negroes in the 
South occurs because they, as a class, 
are degraded,” 

That is a tearful charge to present 
to the civilized world against ns here 
in the south. Surely the reporter mis- 
quoted him, provided thet the doctor 
meaut self-degradatiou. But if be 
means the degradation that bas been 
imposed by the decision of the United 
States Snpreme Court, which every 
southern negro hates as he does the 
arch-fiend of perdition, because of the 
legislation, which has followed that 
barbarous decision, we have nothing to 
say. The doctor says that African em- 
igration would be à wanton 8acrifice of 
life, We grant that many might die, 
but the doctor, who is an omniverons 
reader, has surely not forgotten how 
the early settlere died at Annapolis, 
Md, Roanoke, N. C., Charleston, 8. 
C., and other places, that have never 
beeu equaled in Africa, if the priuted 
statistics are true. Moreover, the Ne- 
gro had just as well die in Afries ig 
.couviderable numbers until industrial 
ceivilizativn is ostablished, in trying to 
do something for their posterity, as to 
dis here for nothing, whenever & mob 
desires to have & little pastime, He 
says the climate of Africa is as mnch 
against the Negro as it is against tho 
whito man. That may be true. We 
hope it is, It is another declaration 
from naturefitself, that the Negro is a 
mav, and as thousands and tens of 
thousands of whites are pouring into 
Africa aud claiming territory for their 
posterity, the civilized Negro should 
do the same, aud get à little foothold 
for his posterity, otherwise our chil- 
dren aud childreu's children will loathe 
our memory when it will be too late 
for them to get any territory at all. 

box r WANT TO BE Lr ALONE, "' 


Rev. J. T. Jenifer, D. D., another 
divine of great learning and acoom- 
plishmente, calls African emigration a 
wildeat scheme, and says the Negro 
must remain here. He also says be 
does not want social equality; all Le 
aks is to be let alone. Fine logic, 
for one poezing to be & race counsellor, 
The Negro who does not want sole 
equality auy where and under any eir- 
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oumstauces must necessarily want deg- 
radation. For when he is out of 60 
cial touch he is out of civil touch, po- 
litical touch, business touch, religions 
touch, literary touch, and every other 
touch that involves manhood and re- 
spectability, For social touch is the 
pivoted point of every form of reapect- 
ability, All the doctor asks, ho says, 
is to be let alone, yet remain here -an 
absolute impoesibillity, He had as 
well ask the sun not to shine. Stay 
together and each let the other alone, 
when mutual contact is indispensable 
to existence? Dr. Jenifer must have 
been reported incorrectly, I want ov- 
ery kind of equality for the Negro, 
but 1 know we are not going to get it; 
hence I favor African emigration. 
Then we can fix our own social stand- 
ing. Talk about being out of social 
touch in the same country and under 
the same institntions, and pledged to 
the support of the same flag, is simply 
idle talk, and the colored man who 
has no desire for it is intellectnally or 
logically ont of joint. The doctor 
further says with the birth of 500 Ne- 
gro babies daily it would be pretty 
hard to get rid of the Negro in this 
conutry, I should pity our race if 
four times 500 babies were not born 
« day. If we have fallen down to 
500 babies a day, then I, instead of be- 
ing a partial African emigrationist, 
am a wholesale African emigrationist 
from this time forward. 

Rev. Francis J. Grimke, D. D., an- 
other learned and polished divine, 
talks equally at random, and attempts 
to illustrate the possibility of the 
Southern Negro by Hon. Frederick 
Donglas, and says: It is the duty of 
the south to do the right thing by the 
Negro, and he will give strong exem- 
plifications of his manhood.” But 
enuppose the south, north, east and 
west do not their duty? What then? 
Withont commenting further npon the 
remarks of Dr. Grimke, for it all 
amounts to abont the same, may Lask 
what are these three great statesmen 
doing or saying to relieve the aggre- 
gato Negro of the condition which 
makes bim bunger and thirst for man- 
hood opportunities art ww throw o 
the ſetters which is « menace to us? 
What do they do? What do they say? 
Where do they go? What plans have 
they prevented to our race? What 
policy or scheme have they suggested! 
But we do not care to press them fur- 
ther, for we are good friends. But 
Senator Morgan is on the right line, 
and has the indorsement of God, and 
his policy will ultimately triumph. 
He nuderstands the sentiment and 
prejudices of his race by virtue of be- 
ing a part and parecel of them, and he 
knows that it is not their purpose to 
accord the Negro equal rights and im- 
manities And being a gentleman, 
statesman, aud a philauthropist, as 1 
know him personally to be, and in 
deep sympathy with the Negro, be- 


cause he believes that he is the creat- 


are of Providence, and knowing that 
there is uo hope for ten million of us 
to battle with seventy million of them 
and that the two races together are 
just near enough in touch to be n 
meyace to each other, prompts him to 
take the position he does, And God 
help him to practicalize it is my sin- 
cere prayer.

The Afternoon Service. 


BISHOP BENJAMIN TUCKER TANNER, 


When the editor of the Vorcx oy Mis 
Sloxs was younger by twenty-five or 
thirty years than he is today, and when 
ho was pastor of Israel church, Wash- 
ington City, sadly enough lost to us, 
if you were to ask him as to the rela- 
tive impressiveness of the three servi- 
des hold on Sunday, he would donbt- 
lens decide in favor of the Sunday af- 
ternoon service. Nor would he be far 
wrong, as any who knows augbt of that 
service will eay. It was by far the 
largest, the handsomest, the most 
stirring of the three; and for the rea- 
son that it was the service most recog- 
nized, Was a strange or visiting min- 
ister to be honored, he was given the 
afternoon appointment; was any 
choice mnaic to be rendered, it was 
reserved for the same hour. In short, 
it was, as we have said, the service of 
tho day. 

By abolisbing it, what has the charch 
gained ? a 

Reference is made first aud most 
generally to the Sunday school. Let 
us se, that the Sunday school is some- 
what the gainer, we are prepared to 
admit. But the gain in no 8ense com- 
peusates for the loss; and what it is 
can just as well be reached, supposing 
the afternoon service to again take its 
place, that prevents our schools from 
meeting at oue and adjourning at 
three? Nothing that we can see, of 
conrse it will make Sunday a busy 
day; but no busier than it ought to 
be, The Sabbath was « busy day to 
Jesus and it has ever been a busy day 
to His followers, It is this that dis- 
tinguishes the Christian from the 
Jewish. Tho Sabbath to the Jew was 
pre-eminently a day of rest, to the 
Christian it is pre-eminently a day;of 
„going about doing good.” This ob- 
jection, then, goes for nanght, or 
nanght to go for nanght. 

But let us return once more to the 
supposed gain, The fact is, whatever 
has been the gain by allowing the 
occupy the whole 
— - 5 _—_ Jy 4 
either, but to occupy the very heart of 
it, allowing a goodly portion to go to 
waste, both before and aſter the gain 
alluded to, we say is more to be ored- 
ited to the manner of conducting the 
schools than to anything else. It is 
really the result of the International 
Lessons and not to the fact of it 
having more time. But supposing 


the gain to be as claimed, it does not“ 


compensate for the loss. 

Honestly aud earnestly and sincere- 
ly do we hope for the return of this 
goodly service. Its abolition has en- 
tailed, as we ses it, uttold damage to 
the church. Now we have but two 
services a day. As to that of the 
morning we all kuow that scarce- 
ly twenty per cent of 
our members attend, and none at all 
worth mentioning of the cougregatiou. 
Indeed; the fact ie, that in many f 
our churches the Sunday morning 
service is practically abolished. Aud 
what shall we say of the night? What 
cnn We say, only that it is made up of 
a crowd, the vast majority of which 
come with no idea of worslipping 
God? 

Brethren, we have tried this method 
of keeping Sunday, and we all know 
the result. Let us return to the 
method of our fathers. 

The seriptures say: A day iu thy 
conrts is better than a thousand. Man- 
feetly a full day was in the mind of 
the Pzalmist (Psalm $4:10), and not 
merely a piece, « few hours of the day. 
*A day in the courts,” says an old 
writer. A Sabbath day, « holy day, 
a feast day. tho' but one day, would be 
very welcome. Nay, though I were to 
die for it the next day, yet that would 
be more sweet than years spent in the 
business and pleasure of this world. 
One of these days shall. with its pleas- 
ure, chase a thousand and two, put ten 
thousand to flight, to shame, as not 
worthy to be compared. 

Only, my brethren, by reiustating 
the afternoon service can such a diy 
be recognized and enjoyed.

I then tried to 
get the Dr. to go up the river but he 
was unable to leave on account of 
missing the connection of the steamers. 
The Dr. also brought some very flne

« present for the state department, all 
of which was very cordially recoived 
and on the 28th he was given & fine 
reception at the residence of Dr. Hil- 
lery Moore, where he again met with 
the friends in hearty welcome, Tho 


that ho had not the chance to go up 
the river for he wanted to 806 as much 
of the place as be could, especially the 
St. Paul's River, but by looking for 
the steamer every day he was obliged 
to remain at Monroyis, 6 I did not 
force him to leave for I am in good 
hopes of seeing the Dr. again in 
Liberia, 0 I shall pray the good 
Lord to spare him that he may call 
again, and other brethren also, for we 
need as many as will come, for the 
harvest is truly great, but the laborers 
are fow. 80 pray ye the Lord of the 
harvest to send forth laborers into his 
harvest, for the great need of our 
work in Liberia is more efficient mis- 
sionaries. If we had them we could 
plant our Church along the coast for 
a great distance, and rapidly establisb 
our missions in the back country from 
the sea. We aro glad to see from the 
papers that several of our brethren 
think of coming. They will find s 
most hearty welcome and a field to do 
great good for the Lord.

Beds for the Cables. 


Between Great Britain and New- 
foundland and the Canadian shore 
extends a very natural plateau, as re- 
markable in its way as is the natural 
lane along the bed of the Pacific 
from California to Hawaii. It seems 
to be a freak of nature, designed to 
promote the laying of cables over it 
and keeping them out of harm's 
way. The water is neither too deep 
nor too shallow. Its greatest depth 
is 2,500 Tathoms, Every year this 
depth is becoming less, by reason of 
the vast quantities of cinders and 
ashes dropped into the water by the 
transatlantic steamships which pur- 
sue this identical route. 

When the first Dover-Calais cable 
was laid it behaved in such a whim- 
sical and unaccountable way that 
the operators at each end concluded 
their comrades at the other end, 
were drunk. Then along came the 
Boulogne fishermen and ended the 
migunderstanding. — 

Apropos the recent government 
investigation of armor plate frauds 
and foul play, several instances were 
chronicled in the early days of cables 
where agents of rival cable com- 
panies and manufacturers, succeed- 
ed, disguised as workmen employed 
on the cable-laying vessels, in insert- 
ing nails and wires through the 
cables, and thus destroying the insu- 
lation as the lines were paid out, In 
the Atlantic cable expedition of 1865 
three separate attempts at such vil 
lainy were detected, and thereaſter 
the experts and promoters on board 
the Great Eastern, including Cyrus 
W. Field himself, took turns in 
watching the men in the tanks to 
guard against a repetition of the 
offense. 

As an example of the use to which 
the Atlantic cable may be put in an 
emergency at home, during the fa- 
mous blizzard of March, 1888, when 
all the land wires were down, com- 
munication was had between news- 
papers in New York and Boston by 
means of the cable connecting those 
cities with Canso, Nova Scotia,

The report of the statistician of the 


been published, contains some very 
significant figures. The report states 
that the corn crop of the year is one 
of the lowest on record, the yield per 
acre being but 19.4 bushels. The ares 
barvested in the corn-prodncing states 
has been reduced by severe drought 
and dry winds to 62,582,000 acres from 
the 76,000,000 acres planted, The 
crop bas been abont 1,212, 770,000 
bushels, and the estimated value is 
fixed at 6354, 719,000.

Hypnotization. 


This growing force; at first « vagus, 
langhed at fad; in the hands of the 
obarlatan, a bumbug and a nuigance; 
yet has more potency than we proba- 
bly ever dream of. Hypnotisation, 
says Binet, can be produced by 
strong and sudden excitement of the 
senses. The patient becomes hypno- 
tized, and hence obedient to the hyp- 
notizer.” Bovis Sidas in The Atlantio 
Monthly for February, «attributes mob 
cruelty and disturbance to hypnotiam. 
The mob is hypnotized by a strong, 
sudden action, and becomes for a time 
obedient to him who hypnotized it; 
that is, to the rug leader, to the hero,” 
Again Krafft-Ebing tells of « pe- 
ouliar state, namely, fascination. In 
this state the patient feels herself to 
be a pure automaton, and knows ber- 
self as absent from the body, existing 
only as an image in the experimenter's 
oye, This disappearauce of the con- 
aciougmess of personality is of great 
interest. A similar state but of less 
intensity, we find in the mob when 
ſascinated by its hero; something ap- 
proaching the hypnotic state of fas. 
cination. Again we find in our courts 
that the persou who actually put to 
death another was acquitted of the 
crime while tho bypnotizer under 
whose spell the act was done was con- 
victed and punished as the real orimi- 
nal. We sincerely hope, however, 
hypnotic influence will not be added 
to that other and threadbare legal 
traud, insanity, to farther cheat the 
gallows of its dues.” 

Another prominent investigator on 
hypnotiam is Professor Alfred B. 

arthen, demonstrator of medicine in 
the University of Michigan. Accord- 
ing to that eminent authority, The 
Medical News, some remarkable re- 
anlts proceeded from Professor War- 
then's experiments with musie on 
mesmerism. The patient was first 
hypnotized and Wagner's Ride of the 
Walkure'' was played at him on the 
piano. Immediately the subject 
showed intense excitement; appeared 
to be in great agony and he broke out 
in profnee perspiration, On awaken- 
ing from his trance, the patient de- 
clared that he had not perceived the 
music as sound, but as feeling; as if 
he were riding furiously through the 
air. 

Another extraordinary effect was 
produced on a bypnotized patient by 
auddenly changing from the music of 
Wagner to other and inferior strains. 
„The subject's face became asby pale, 
the pulse dropped from 120 to forty 
beats per minute and became ifrregu- 
lar, soft and small; the reepirations 
were decreased in number and became 
sighing in character. On being awak- 


ened the subjeot said he bad been op-

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AMERICAN PEARLS. 


More Than $$00,000 Worth 
Found in Wizcenein. 


Mr. George F. Kunz, the New York 
expert in precious. stones, states 
that pearl-fishing is becoming an im- 
portant industry in Wisconsin, and 
that more than $500,000 worth of ex- 
cellent pearls have been taken out of 
the Sugar river, down in the south- 
western part of the State, during the 
three or four years. But he 
thinks the legislature ought to pass 
a stringent law to protect the figher- 
les, which will otherwise soon be de- 
stroyed by the improvyidence of those 
The pearls 
are found in à species of mussel 
which can be preserved and propo- 
gated like the oyster, and the yield 
of pearls can not only be made per- 
manent, but can be improved. The 
fighermen now tear open the shell 
and destroy all the life it contains, 
whether it carries a pearl or not, 
when it would be just as easy gently 
some sharp in- 
strument and remove the pearl with 
a pair of pincers without injuring 
the industrious and humble little 
being. He can then be put back 
into his bed at the bottom of the 
stream to breed and bear pearls in- 
By selecting the mus- 
sels from which the best pearls have 
been taken from those that have 
borne a poorer quality, and planting 
them at the spots where the yield 
has been most prolific, it would be 
possible to improve the pearls both 
in size and quality. Experience has 
taught that oysters can be bred up 
just like horses or cattle, and Mr.
